Walmer Castle Flats Proposal 


OUTLINE PLANNING permission has been 
given for 300 flats in multi-storey blocks 
on a site near Walmer Castle in Kent. 
The site, Walmer Place, a large house in 
16 acres of grounds, contains ornamental 
terraces, sunken gardens, and a large 
artificial lake. 

The nine acres to the north are to be 
developed by James Miller and Partners, 
of Pall Mall, and the remainder by Land 
and Commercial Holdings, of Mayfair. 
Each of the flats, in three- and two-storey 
blocks, will have a garage or parking 
space, with some underground garages. 
Final plans, which are to be considered 
by the Deal Planning Committee, may 
include a supermarket and a restaurant. 


Minister Rejects Office Block 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, has rejected 
a proposal to build a 19-storey office 
block over a reconstructed underground 
station at West Brompton, London, SW. 
The Minister endorsed the view, put for- 
ward earlier by the LCC, that the block 
would add to congestion in the area.

Farm Buildings Competition

THE COMMONWEALTH CON- 
FERENCE, a preliminary pre 
pare the ground for a major conference 
to be held probably in 1962, ends today. 
The present meeting, though exploratory 
in character, represents a milestone in the 
history of architectural politics because 
it is the first organised gathering of mem- 
bers of the RIBA and its Allied Societies 
in the former colonial territories to dis 
cuss common problems. There is much 
that can be achieved by such meetings, 
and it is hoped that this and future con- 
ferences will not only strengthen the 
bond between the countries, but help to 
increase the standing and raise the 
status of the architect as the senior pro- 
fessional in building in these countries. 
All too often architects in colonial and 
former colonial territories, in pri 
vate practice excepted, are expected to 
subordinate themselves to an engineer, 
and it is with some difficulty that separate 
and completely autonomous architects’ 
departments are formed; in some cases 
not at all as yet. This obviously under- 
mines the status of the profession, not- 
withstanding the integrity of the engin 
eers; equally important, of course, it must 
impose certain restrictions on design.

A major issue for current discussion Is 
the establishment of complete freedom 
for an architect who is educated in the 
Commonwealth to practise in any other 
of the Commonwealth countries. There 
are, of course, many obstacles, educa- 
tional, legislative (the registration laws), 
practical and political. It has already 
been suggested that a uniform system of 
examinations should be instituted 
throughout the Commonwealth. In 
Canada, for example, each province has its 
own examination system, and many do 
not automatically recognise British archi 
tects’ qualifications 


At an RIBA reception the 
Commonwealth architects on September 
19, it was interesting to hear the repre- 
sentative from Nigeria speak enthusias 
tically about the prospects; he was confi 
dent about the future despite the taut 
political situation. Undoubtedly, he sug 
gested, the problems of building in the 
tropics were infinitely variable ones, and 
presented difficulties of design not experi 
enced in temperate climates and which 
showed promise of a new architecture.

Professional Fees 


THE COUNCIL of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects has now completed its 
review of the comments received from the 
general body of members on the draft 
Conditions of Engagement and Scale of 
Professional Charges, published in the 
*RIBA Journal’ in December, 1959. The 
new Scale becomes effective on October 
1 and will be applicable to engagements 
entered into between client and architect 
on and after that date. The changes are 
minor ones; there are no fundamental 
alterations to the original conditions, but 
the RIBA has signified its intention to go 
into greater detail later on. It is there 
fore certain that the present ruling is not 
the last word in this respect. 

The most important amendments are 
that under Condition ‘D”’” the architect 
must inform the client if the total 
authorised expenditure is likely to be 
exceeded, and if the contract period is 
likely to be varied. It is now explicitly 
stated in Condition ‘K’ that architects 
may charge a higher fee than that pre 
scribed in the Scale, subject to prior 
agreement. The scale of percentage fees 
and time charges have been revised. 
Architects are further reminded that 
under Clause 2 (ii) they must agree the 
percentage fee for alteration work where 
this is higher than the scale fee for new 
works, before the work commences. 
Without such an agreement it would not 
appear that the architect could recover 
more than the scale for the new works

The RBS Annual Report 
THE ANNUAL REPORT, 1959, of the Royal 
Society of British Sculptors is one of 
exceptional interest, containing, in addi- 
tion to the Council's report, several 
pages of illustrations of sculpture, histori 
cal and contemporary, as _ well as 
numerous literary features. These include 
Professor Geoffrey Webb’s Reynolds 
Stephens Memorial Lecture on * The 
Placing of Sculpture in Medieval Archi 
tecture,’ and a tribute to Sir Jacob 
Epstein, by the late Gilbert Ledward, RA. 
In a note on ‘Imperial Porphyry,’ Mr. 
John Glanville, MA, gives some interest 
ing information about this magnificent 
red decorative stone, much used by the 
Romans and found in Santa Sophia in the 
form of eight monolithic columns. It is 
quarried in the Mountain of Smoke, a 
peak roughly 5,000 ft. high in the range 





that runs down the eastern Egyptian 
desert and lies about 25 miles from the 
old Red Sea port of Myos Homos and 100 
miles by track from the Nile. The stone 
is little used today but, says Mr. Glan 
ville, there are still many thousands, pos- 
sibly millions of tons of it unquarried. 
‘So, if any member wishes to make his 
fortune, just let him (in default of un- 
limited slave labour) persuade some 
banker or business tycoon to advance, 
say, about £5m. and he could then 
organise all the modern methods and 
machinery necessary for the re-opening 
of the quarries on a commercial basis.’

THE ROYALTY THEATRE is built as an 
integral part of a new office develop- 
ment on the site of the Stoll Theatre. 
The LCC required a theatre and a 
car park incorporated in any 
development on this site, and this 
set the problem of combining three 
large spaces with completely dif 
ferent functions in one building. It 
was clear from the plot ratio allow- 
ance and height restrictions fhat an 
office block development along the 
important Kingsway frontage would 
be the most economical type of 
development. Therefore, the theatre 
and car park had to be placed on 
the return elevations and planned 
under the first floor of the office 
block 

The scheme for the theatre was to 
produce a reasonably small, easily 
run auditorium, seating about 1,000 
people on two levels, and ensuring 
that every seat was within good sight 
and hearing of the stage; spacious. 
well-furnished, attractive bars which, 
it was hoped, would bring in a good 
return; a stage and equipment to 
allow any type of performance and 
also the possible future develop- 
ments, such as TV. 

















The auditorium, 73 ft. deep, 71 ft. 
wide and 32 ft. high, has been 
designed to afford excellent sight 
lines from all parts of the house. 
Special care has been taken in the 
shape of the auditorium and its 
decor to ensure that acoustics are 
first class. Seating is on two levels. 
The stalls can seat 689 people, and 
the circle 288, which, with 20 seats 
in the boxes, totals 997. The Royal 
Box, on the left side of the

The decor has been designed to 
combine the dignity of the Georgian 
theatre and the lushness of the 
Victorian theatre in_ present-day 
terms.

opening is adjustable, and can be varied from a full width 
of 43 ft. suitable for a large-scale musical play, to a minimum, 
width of 36 ft. suitable for a straight play with a small cast. 
The height of the opening is fixed at 20 ft. The stage is 
33 ft. deep, but, by raising the large door of the scene dock 
at the rear of the stage, an extra 12 ft. depth can be obtained. 
The grid, from which the scenery is suspended, is 52 ft. 
above the stage. An electric hoist provides for raising and 
lowering scenery from the scenery entrance. 16 ft. above 
the stage. 

The orchestra pit can accommodate 40 musicians. It is 
equipped with a lift which can rise to stage level, which 
can serve aS an apron stage, extending 7 ft. into the 
auditorium. The footlights, working inter-dependently with 
the lift, can be electrically rotated until flush with stage level, 
affording no interruption to the use of the apron stage. 

In the centre of the stage is a compound revolve, consist 
ing of an inner circle 15 ft. diameter and an outer ring 25 ft 


diameter. These can be made to rotate independently of 
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each other at varying speeds and directions. The complete 
inner circle can be used as a lift, serving from the floor of 
the stage basement to a level 4 ft. above stage level. The stage 
is fully fitted with counterweight eauipment for flying scenery 
and electrically operated stage curtains. 

Microphones are fixed on stage, providing a continuous 
relay of dialogue to dressing-rooms and other backstage areas 
during performances. The stage manager can cut into this 
to talk to any particular room at will. Other amplifiers 
provide for sound effects on or off stage. A further amplifier 
system can relay music, dialogue, or announcements to all 
front of house areas, such as foyers and bars. 

The dressing-rooms are all provided with their own lavatory 
and the majority have a shower bath There are several 
spare showers for general use. The rooms are equipped with 
built-in dressing tables incorporating fluorescent lighting. 
There is a Green Room with a coffee and sandwich bar for 
the actors’ use.

The British School 


[The school which is the British con- 
tribution to the Triennale has won high 
praise from visitors, official and private.

Sweden 
also has an attractive setting (in which 
bands of different fabrics are stretched

In addition to the official exhibits, there 


are some displays of works by architects 
and designers chosen by the Triennale 
organisers. Adriano Olivetti, the indus- 
trialist, and Paolo Venini (who gave 
Murano glassware its place in contem- 
porary figurative culture) are both given 
honoured places in the galleries, and 
there will be a series of exhibitions of 
leading Italian architects among whon, it 
is interesting to note, Nervi does not find 
a place; the architect-constructor is no 
more popular in Italy, it seems, than in 
England. 

Of great interest, too, is a fine exhibi- 
tion of the work of Frank Lloyd Wright. 
Designed by Carlo Scarpa and arranged 
by Brune Zevi in collaboration with the 
American Government, it is placed at the 
top of the building and is so stimulating 
that it arrests the attention of many who 
are bound for the terrace bar and minis- 
trations much needed after so consider- 
able an injection of art as the Triennale 
offers. It is a minor criticism that the 
exhibits do not follow any chronological 
order, and this deprives the show of some 
interest. But most of the old master’s 
work is there, not only on the walls but 
enshrined in colour stereoscopy which is 
a convenient way for the leg-weary of 
studying a building. 


RCA Exhibit 


Before ending, mention must be made 
of the Royal College of Art exhibit of 
panels of photographs and several ‘live’ 
pieces including a folding invalid’s chair 
and an outboard motor; the display gives 
a good idea of the activities of the RCA. 
What a pity that the Anti-Uglies were not 
given space; their activities would amuse 
the Milanese. Finally, Alcoa, the Ameri- 
can aluminium people, have erected a pre- 
fabricated house in the grounds, fur- 
nished by Herman Miller and Knol! Inter- 
national. This is principally interesting 
for its construction which uses blown-up 
plastic as a filler for thin aluminium

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sheeting; a cu. ft. of this panel weighs 
only 2 lb. and the sheets are so rigid as 
to enable a single-storey building to be 
erected without a frame. In fact, a 3 in.

claimed, a distributed load of 1,500 Ib. 
over an 8 ft. clear span. 

Left to the end is mention of the most 
delightful of all the national exhibits 
that of Japan. Like the Belgian exhibit, 
but more effectively, the designer, Junzo 
Sakakura makes use of levels to achieve 
his effects, and uses a striking papered 
background on the walls. Here again 
there is not any observable link between 
home and school though there is some 
well designed and made furniture, pretty 
high priced, let it be said. The floor sur-

rounding the rafts on which the exhibits 
are displayed is covered with loose 
pebbles brought from Japan. Altogether 
an enchanting effort. 


To sum up, this is not a great exhibi- 
tion. It is too discursive on the one hand 
and too restricted on the other. Above 
all, the majority of the exhibiting coun- 
tries have not been successful in finding a 
coherent link between the two factors of 
home and school. But there is much of 
individual merit in the various displays 
and a visit for anyone going to Italy is 
fully worthwhile. It should be noted that 
from September 29 to October 1 will be 
held a national meeting on the subject of 
‘Arts, Crafts and Industry’; perhaps of 
even more interest is the ‘ International 
School Building Congress’ to be held 
from October 13-16; at this congress 
Giovanni Romano, the Italian architect, 
will submit a ‘ proposal for an interna- 
tional agreement on school buildings.’ 


And so back to the centre of Milan 
and a look at two great buildings, the 
magnificent Cathedral and Gio Ponti’s 
Pirelli building, the latter surely the most 
elegant office block in the world.

rHE J. J. THOMSON PHYSICAL LABORATORY, Reading 
University, provides facilities for students at inter- 
mediate level, and those engaged on general and special 
honours degree courses in physics. Facilities are also 
available for postgraduate study and research leading 
to the degrees of MSc or PhD. Lecture courses, colloquia 
and seminars are provided for postgraduate students, 
of whom there are now about thirty. These courses 
include advanced lectures on quantum mechanics, 
statistical mechanics and other fundamentals of modern 
physics and also special lectures on recent developments 
in solid state physics and other subjects. There is also 
a one-year course for a Diploma in Technical Physics. 
This course is biased towards practical and industrial 
applications of the subject. 

The laboratory is a three-storey building of approxi- 
mately 60,000 sq. ft. floor area. The structure is steel 
framed, with two-inch Buckinghamshire brown-grey 
brick walls, and the greater part of the building has a 
low-pitch roof covered in copper. The lecture theatre 
block is at the western end and has a flat roof paved 
with concrete tiles and surrounded by a parapet wall. 

The building is planned on a repeating bay unit of 
7 ft. 6 in. with laboratory services arranged continuously 


main block, and lecture theatre block beyond 


beneath the windows in a service rack. Alternating 
current supplies are available at 415 volts, 3-phase, also 
240 volts and 6 volts single phase. Direct supplies are 
at 240 volts and 24 volts; there is a free circuit to the 
battery room. Other services include an internal auto- 
matic telephone system (in addition to GPO tele- 
phones), recirculated cooling water, gas and compressed 
air, with outlets occurring in every bay of the labora 
tories and research rooms. 


The main body of the building comprises research 
rooms and offices planned on multiples of the bay unit 
with the addition of the larger Intermediate and Special 
Honours Degree teaching laboratories. The building also 
houses the University Workshop which occupies some 
3,000 sq. ft. of ground floor space and includes a forge, 
heat treatment room and a drawing office. 


At the western of the building and connected with 
it by a two-storey glazed link is the lecture theatre block 
which contains at ground floor level two lecture theatres 
with a projection room to each and a preparation room 
common to both. On the first floor and above the lecture 
rooms are two large General Honours Degree teaching 
laboratories with adjoining dim areas and darkrooms.

The larger lecture theatre contains 
seating for 180, the smaller for 105. 
Each has a stepped floor, arranged to 
form a slight parabolic curve, and 
bench-type seating of moulded ply- 
wood with hinged writing flaps. In 
each theatre the lecturer’s demon- 
stration bench is completely equipped 
with laboratory services, and, in 
addition, the  electrically-operated 
windows, dark blinds and electronic 
dimming apparatus for the lighting can 
be controlled from it. 








In both lecture theatres the wall 
behind the demonstration bench is 
prepared to form a permanent projec- 
tion surface 12 ft. wide by 6 ft. high 
which will accommodate two square 
pictures side by side. Below this a 
12-ft. glass chalkboard is provided 
which, in the larger theatre, is fixed, 
and in the smaller theatre, is of the 
sliding type.

Lighting in the lecture theatre 
is provided by a ceiling of saw- 
tooth profile, each corrugation of 
which forms a trough concealing 
cold cathode lighting for indirect 
illumination, coupled with spot- 
light fittings recessed into the 
ceiling. 

Heating in the lecture theatres 
is by means of radiant wall panels 
combined with a _ heated air 
plenum ventilation system. Heat- 
ing elsewhere in the building is by 
‘ Frenger’ acoustic heated ceiling. 
All windows are double glazed.

The Personnel Shortage and the Future 


sir,—Contrary to what ‘ Observer’ (‘ The 
Builder,” September 9) may think, the 
contracting side of the industry is not 
‘seriously undermanned or heavily over- 
burdened with work.’ One of the reasons 
for the spate of advertisements for super- 
visory and administrative staff can best 
be illustrated with a story. 

About ten years ago a certain firm 
employed about 500 operatives. On a 
contract for the building of 60 houses the 
general foreman, aided by a young section 
foreman training for general foremanship, 
supervised all trades, operated the bonus 
scheme and helped in the interim valua- 
tions under the direction of the contrac- 
tor’s surveyor who visited the job not 
more than twice monthly. The building 
manager visited the job for about two 
hours every month. Being a methodical 
person, the young section foreman kept 
records of the outputs on the job. 

Now, ten years later, the section fore- 
man is a general foreman and in charge 
of a contract for 66 houses. In addition 
to the general foreman there is a con- 
tracts supervisor, contracts manager, 
district manager, _ district planning 
engineer, site planner and bonus clerk all 
concerned with the job in varying 
degrees. All visit the job in cars pro- 


vided for them and it is not unusual for 
all of them to be present at a weekly site 
production meeting. After each meeting 
three of this staff spend about four hours 
redrafting the site programme and trade 
charts before applying to them a liberal 
coating of poster colour. 

Here is the point. The firm now 
employs a few less operatives than it did 
ten years ago; its annual turnover is not 
significantly changed; the labour outputs 
have increased only slightly but, joy of 
joys, there has been a threefold increase 
in supervisory staff, and general and site 
overheads have more than doubled. The 
building manager, who once had direct 
contact with his general foreman, is now 
called the general construction manager 
and he has about four grades of line 
supervision as a sandwich between him 
and the general foreman. 

The answer to this sort of manage- 
ment by numbers may lie in some 
remarks by Professor R. W. Revans where 
he refers to an American management 
publication: ‘ This is an essay upon the 
conditions and achievements of 
decentralisation and gives precision in an 
area that is usually obscured by a fog of 
misleading generality. It is particularly 
instructive upon the subject of giving the 
special functions of service and control

Brighton Appoint Sir Hugh Casson 


FOLLOWING the recommendation by the 
Royal Fine Art Commission earlier this 
year that they should engage a consultant 
architect of high standing, Brighton Town 
Council have appointed Sir Hugh Casson, 
FRIBA, to work with the borough 
engineer and his staff on the redevelop- 
ment of the town’s central area. Although 
there has been no official notification, it 
is understood that the appointment is 
definite. 


London’s Highest Office Block? 


AMONG the more important applications 
for planning permission recently received 
by the London County Council is one for 
a 400-ft. high office block at Albert Em- 
bankment and Bridgefoot, Lambeth. The 
architects are Messrs. Fitzroy, Robinson 
and Partners. If the building is erected it 
will probably be the highest block of 
offices in London. Details of some other 
applications will be found in our ‘ Con- 
struction News’ pages. 


‘ Building Matters’ 


THE SECOND in the new series of * Building 
Matters’ programmes (BBC, Network 
Three, 7.30 p.m.), on September 27, will 
deal with questions of care and mainten- 
ance. 

Keeping buildings in good repair is vital 
if they are to retain their value. The 
real solution is to design and build from 
the start with the aim of eliminating re- 
curring trouble afterwards. As for neces 
sary maintenance, why should so much 
of it be carried out in the summer when 


interior decoration and repair at least, 
could equally well be done in winter? 
Householders would have less cause to 
complain of delay if the seasonal peak 
was spread and there would be more men 
in the building trades at work through- 
out the year. This is one of the questions 
for the team to discuss before winter 
sets in. 

The speakers will again be: Charles 
Crichton and Ken Pearce, builders; 
Edward Mills, architect; Harry Kaylor, 
civil engineer, and Andrew Roberts, 
quantity surveyor. 


Redevelopment of Bury Town Centre 


DETAILS of a £3m. scheme to rebuild a 
large part of the town centre at Bury 
were announced by the borough engineer, 
Mr. R. H. Ogden, on September 1. The 
plan, which covers an area of some 52 
acres, includes the construction of a new 
shopping centre, a residential area with 
ll-storey flats, and a new ‘bus station. 
In an attempt to solve the traffic problem 
in the town a two-lane carriageway will 
be constructed to form an arc round the 
north of Bury. Adequate parking space 
will also be provided. 

The plan, which is not yet final, will 
involve the demolition of considerable 
areas of housing, commercial, and indus- 
trial building.

The Personnel Shortage and the Future 


sir,—Contrary to what ‘ Observer’ (‘ The 
Builder,” September 9) may think, the 
contracting side of the industry is not 
‘seriously undermanned or heavily over- 
burdened with work.’ One of the reasons 
for the spate of advertisements for super- 
visory and administrative staff can best 
be illustrated with a story. 

About ten years ago a certain firm 
employed about 500 operatives. On a 
contract for the building of 60 houses the 
general foreman, aided by a young section 
foreman training for general foremanship, 
supervised all trades, operated the bonus 
scheme and helped in the interim valua- 
tions under the direction of the contrac- 
surveyor who visited the job not 
more than twice monthly. The building 
manager visited the job for about two 
hours every month. Being a methodical 
person, the young section foreman kept 
records of the outputs on the job. 

Now, ten years later, the section fore 
man is a general foreman and in charge 
of a contract for 66 houses. In addition 
to the general foreman there is a con- 
supervisor, contracts manager, 
district manager, district planning 
engineer, site planner and bonus clerk all 
concerned with the job in varying 
degrees. All visit the job in cars pro-

tracts 
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vided for them and it is not unusual for 
all of them to be present at a weekly site 
production meeting. After each meeting 
three of this staff spend about four hours 
redrafting the site programme and trade 
charts before applying to them a liberal 
coating of poster colour. 

Here is the point. The firm now 
employs a few less operatives than it did 
ten years ago; its annual turnover is not 
significantly changed; the labour outputs 
have increased only slightly but, joy of 
joys, there has been a threefold increase 
in supervisory staff, and general and site 
overheads have more than doubled. The 
building manager, who once had direct 
contact with his general foreman, is now 
called the general construction manager 
and he has about four grades of line 
supervision as a sandwich between him 
and the general foreman. 

The answer to this sort of manage- 
ment by numbers may lie in some 
remarks by Professor R. W. Revans where 
he refers to an American management 
publication: ‘This is an essay upon the 
conditions and achievements of 
decentralisation and gives precision in an 
area that is usually obscured by a fog of 
misleading generality. It is particularly 
instructive upon the subject of giving the 
special functions of service and control

ARRANGEMENT OF KITCHENS.—While I 
agree with your correspondent, ‘JDA,’ 
that the ‘ kitchen often has not sufficient 
of the architect’s care in its details,’ 
that it is apt to be ‘ill ventilated’ and 
* inefficient,’ and with some of his views 
of what a complete apparatus should be, 
I differ with others. I do not, however, 
propose to discuss these, but rather to 
speak of the plan and arrangement of the 
kitchen itself, to which, if architects 
would devote more thoughtful attention, 
great advantage would result to their 
clients and increased reputation to them 
selves. 

A chief and very frequent annoyance in 
connection with this department is that 
of the smell of cooking, which is so 
readily diffused throughout a house. That 
this evil is the result of defective venti 
lation, and ought to be avoided in all new 
erections, and may be remedied in old 
buildings, is unquestionable. The main 
difficulty is that of convincing either 
employer or architect, and too frequently 
both, of the necessity for very special 
arrangements for the purpose.

ARRANGEMENT OF KITCHENS.—While I 
agree with your correspondent, ‘JDA,’ 
that the ‘ kitchen often has not sufficient 
of the architect’s care in its details,’ 
that it is apt to be ‘ill ventilated’ and 
* inefficient,’ and with some of his views 
of what a complete apparatus should be, 
I differ with others. I do not, however, 
propose to discuss these, but rather to 
speak of the plan and arrangement of the 
kitchen itself, to which, if architects 
would devote more thoughtful attention, 
great advantage would result to their 
clients and increased reputation to them- 
selves. 

A chief and very frequent annoyance in 
connection with this department is that 
of the smell of cooking, which is so 
readily diffused throughout a house. That 
this evil is the result of defective venti- 
lation, and ought to be avoided in all new 
erections, and may be remedied in old 
buildings, is unquestionable. The main 
difficulty is that of convincing either 
employer or architect, and too frequently 
both, of the necessity for very special 
arrangements for the purpose.

8. Bay Windows 


BAY WINDOWS are now rather looked 
upon as one of the horrors of Victoriana, 
and of course some of them were indeed 
little horrors. They went with a style 
which seemed to flourish in the oldest 
of our sea-coast towns in crescents of 
boarding-houses_ stretching the whole 
length of the sea-front. They completely 
blocked the view from anyone living 
behind, claiming full priority of the sea 
for the visitors. These were mostly cir 
cular bays, or bow windows as they are 
more properly called, of considerable 
dimensions and giving a wide-angled view 
»f the sea They were often three or four 
storeys in height and presented a rather 
noble and imposing facade to the pleasure 
boats returning from their excursions, 

I think the best of these windows be- 
longed to the late Georgian period, but 
period really mattered very little to the 
builders, for they became a style of their 
own carrying rhythmically along a simple 
stucc facade There are, of course, 
medieval examples, but it is the

light These found their way 
Park-lane and the terraces of Kensington 
and elsewhere in London, and if you take 
the trouble to examine the few that are 
left you will find endless varieties.

They 
are all different, some with iron balconies, 
others with lead canopies held up by 
slender iron poles, yet they all seem to 
nestle together in a friendly sort of way 
It was a surprise to find that two houses 
in Park-lane, completely destroyed 
during the war, had been entirely rebuilt, 
complete with bow windows, and this at 
the insistence of the ground landlord, who 
dictates policy on style with greater auto- 
cracy than the LCC or any Government 
department could hope to achieve. These 
two particular houses have recently been 
repainted and to me they present a fine 
example of the Regency town house in 
the grand manner. Alas! The rest of their 
kind are disappearing block by block to 
make way for buildings of more pre- 
tentious proportions. 


School Building Costs 
in Northern /freland 


Findings of a Recent Investigation 


THE COST of building county schools in 
Northern Ireland is not significantly more 
expensive than that incurred in providing 
voluntary schools. This is the main con 
clusion of an investigation into school 
building costs in Northern Ireland. 

In a report published in Belfast, the 
Ministry of Education point out that the 
county schoo] building programme was 
quicker to start than the voluntary pro 
gramme. Since the first 
built immediately after the 
generally more expensive than 
schools and as most of the early 
were county schools, * it is not surprising 
that earlier comparisons of cost suggested 
that county schools Significantly 
more expensive than voluntary schools.’

Students’ Exhibition 


The theme of the International Exhibi- 
tion Among Students of Architectural 
Schools, organised by the IUA with the 
support of UNESCO, will be a Movable 
Theatre. 

This theme will be the motive in each 
country and for each School or Univer- 
sity, of a programme the drafting of 
which will be under the Professors’ 
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responsibility. The theatre has always 
been an accepted instrument of culture, 
in all times and in all countries. 

The increasing itinerant movement of 
young theatre companies of a high and 
even professional standard, emphasises 
more and more the character of cultural 
instrument of the spectacle, because it 
allows the reaching of the different levels 
of society in the most remote centres. 
The itinerant theatre is now becoming in- 
dispensable in all countries. Thus arises 
the necessity of studying installations 
planned in function of this programme. 

Taking into account the variety of 
customs, climates, and factors of all 
kinds, no definite conditions are pre- 
scribed by the committee, except the 
obligation that this theatre be demount- 
able and its elements capable of being 
transported by truck or train. The seat- 
ing capacity should be about 500 people. 
In addition to the auditorium, some 
facilities for artists should be provided 
(dressing-rooms, etc.) as well as a small 
work-shop and some offices. 

The following matters should be con- 
sidered in designing the building: 

Ease of mounting and demounting. 
Weight of structure. 

Method of transport. 

Insulation against external atmosphere. 
Internal heating. 

Internal lighting. 

Seating. 

Type of stage (Proscenium not obli- 
gatory). 

Fire exits. 

10. Facilities for film projection. 

11. Space for small orchestra. 

The housing of actors and staff is not 
to be studied as these persons should be 
accommodated separately from the 
theatre itself. Drawings must not exceed 
two standard 1 sq. m. panels; they should 
show clearly the methods of construction 
and materials proposed. In liaison with 
the theme of the Congress the authors of 
projects will try to bring particular atten- 
tion to the application of new techniques 
and to the use of light materials. 


Competition News 
County Offices, Roxburgh ; Trinity College, Dublin 


ROXBURGH COUNTY COUNCIL have now 
issued the full competition conditions for 
the new County Offices at Newtown St. 
Boswells, Roxburgh. It will be remem- 
bered that the competition was first 
advertised in July (‘The Builder’ of 
August 5) but that owing to certain diffi- 
culties arising with regard to the future 
use of certain buildings on the site of the 
proposed new offices, it was decided to 
re-advertise the competition during 
August and to prepare the conditions for 
availability during September. 

The County Council now invites regis- 
tered architects, practising and resident 
in Scotland, to submit in open competi- 
tion designs for new County Offices at 
Newtown St. Boswells at an estimated 
cost not to exceed £225,000. The promo- 
ters have appointed Mr. W. H. Kinin- 
month, RSA, FRIBA, FRIAS, as profes- 
sional adviser and assessor. Premiums 
of 500, 300 and 200 guineas will be paid 
to the authors of designs placed first, 
second and third respectively. The 
premium paid to the author of the design 


placed first will later be merged with his 
commission when he is employed to pre- 
pare working drawings for the execution 
of the work. 


A contoured site plan showing the 
ground within the curtilage of the exist- 
ing county offices is supplied with the 
Conditions and General Instructions; cer- 
tain existing buildings shown on this plan 
will be removed before work on new 
accommodation is commenced. It is not 
anticipated, state the promoters, that any 
difficulties should arise with regard to 
the nature of the sub-soil on the site. 


The total accommodation to be pro- 
vided is 29,070 sq. ft., which includes 
both members’ and departmental accom- 
modation. The conditions state that care 
should be taken with the effect of new 
buildings in relation to existing ones. Car 
parking facilities are to be provided for 
up to 125 cars. It has also been decided 
that additional accommodation will be 
required—one room of 400 sq. ft. for the 
local branch of the County Library.

Theatres for Today 


Interesting New Designs Discussed at York Conference 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


FOR the first time in this country archi 
tects, theatre historians, lecturers, actors 
and producers met together to discuss the 
problems of contemporary theatre design 
and building. This was at York from Sep- 
tember 9 to 13, at a conference organised

In this country, it pointed out, 
possibilities for building new theatres 
were limited because it was no longer a 
commercial proposition Most new 
theatres which were built would be com- 
missioned either by amateur groups, by 
local authorities, or by schools and 
universities. While it is true that the 
same situation applies in other countries, 
far more money is allotted from public 
or private funds for the building of new 
theatres. In Germany, for instance, as 
MR. PETER MORO, architect of the new 
theatre for Nottingham, stated, over 100 
new theatres had been built since the end 
of the war: in this country only three. 
Stuttgart spent £500,000 a year in sub 
sidising its theatres; in this country 
authorities were reluctant to spend half 
that sum on building a theatre, let alone 
running it. West Germany spends a total 
of £84m. per year on its theatres: our 
Arts Council grant for theatres last year 
was £112,871. 

It is therefore from abroad, notably 
from Germany and the USA, that new 
designs, techniques and building mate 
rials are coming; and it is vital that archi 
tects and builders in this country should 
know what is being done abroad, so that 
when an opportunity arises for a new 
theatre to be built full benefit can be 
taken of the experience of others.

Mr. Moro pointed out that money spent 
on German theatres went in two principal 
directions: on providing very beautiful 
pieces of architecture, with luxurious 
foyers. and on elaborate stage machinery, 
including hydraulic lifts. The actual 
stage and auditorium design was, how- 
orthodox proscenium or ‘picture 
theatre.

In contrast to this, MR. RICHARD LEA- 
CROFT spoke of the experimental theatres 
built by colleges in the United States. 
These included every possible type of 
stage and auditorium, and various com- 
binations of the proscenium stage with 
the three main types of ‘open’ stage: 
end-stage (as in the Mermaid Theatre, 
London), arena, as in Tyrone Guthrie’s 
theatre at Stratford, Ontario, and theatres 
in the round (as in Stephen Joseph's pre- 
sentations at Scarborough, and as in the 
Pembroke Theatre, Croydon). 

At Baylor University, Texas, for in- 
stance, they had built three theatres. In 
the main theatre were three stages, one 
in the conventional position and two 
stages along the curved sides of the audi- 
torium. The seats were executive-type 
swivel armchairs, so that the audience 
could turn and follow the action where- 
ever it took place. The other two 
theatres were a workshop, for any form 
of staging, and a small studio for special 
studies in movement. 

Frank Lloyd Wright's theatre at Dallas, 
Texas, similarly has three linked stages, 
with a total width of 80 ft. The central 
stage has a revolve and over it is a grid 
with lines that can be taken to any point 
over the stage and dropped down. The 
Lowe Theatre at Harvard cost £600,000 
and is highly mechanised. At the touch 
of a button the auditorium seating divides 
and a second stage comes up in the centre 
of the auditorium to provide theatre in 
the round. 

The famous arena theatre at Stratford, 
Ontario, Canada, seats 2,000 people who 
surround the actors on three sides, while 
at Ashland, Oregon, they have built an 
open-air theatre which is a reproduction 
of the Elizabethan Fortune Theatre. 

Many designs make the stage and audi- 
torium merge into one unit, without the 
break imposed by the picture frame, and 
the architect Eisenhower, by using black 
panelled walls and a black ceiling, has 
achieved virtually a unique architectural 
form. Scenery can be hung at any point 
and any theatrical form can be built. 
The theatre at Forth Worth, Texas, has 
an immense geodesic dome, which can be 
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have been received. Of this total just

The Sarah Lawrence Col- 
lege near New York has walls made of 
concrete blocks, while the geodesic dome 
at Forth Worth is an aluminium skin, and 
to roof the theatre in this way, said MR 
STEPHEN JOSEPH, costs about one-sixth of 
the usual figure. MR. ELIDIR DAVIES, 
architect of the Mermaid Theatre, quoted 
a Stockholm Theatre whose auditorium 
had hessian from floor to ceiling in rich 
dramatic colours, and spoke also of a 
transportable theatre in France, which 
was erected in a different town each year. 
It would seat 2,000 people and consisted 
of a huge curving roof, like a shell, made 
of aluminium strips.

The 
Belgrade Theatre at Coventry, of con- 
ventional proscenium design, has a beauti- 
fully designed foyer and restaurant. For 
Nottingham, Mr. Peter Moro has designed 
a theatre with a circular auditorium, 
which can be used for proscenium or 
arena presentations. It will seat 760 and 
will have a café, restaurant and bar, all 
accessible from outside, as well as inside, 
the theatre. The auditorium is a concrete 
shell, with a lining of wooden strips, with 
spaces for the reflection or absorption or 
deflection of sound, and also for lighting, 
which will emphasise the circular shape. 
At Chichester is to be built the first 
Arena Theatre in the country, which will 
cost about £80,000. And, of course, the 
amateur theatre in London, the Questors, 
is in course of construction and will be 
capable of presenting plays in all forms. 

‘ The first necessity,’ said MR. MORO, * is 
for the English repertory theatre to build 
two kinds of stage within one auditorium 
and be able to change from one to the 
other.’ He has done this at Nottingham 
and it is to be hoped that other local 
authorities, in commissioning new 
theatres, will not rest content with an 
Edwardian-type, picture-frame stage, but 
will build theatres where exciting experi- 
ments can take place, for this is the only 
way in which the theatre can have any 
kind of future in this country, 





Flatlets for Old People 


Local Authorities Urged to Include Them in Their 
Building Programmes 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, urges housing 
authorities which have not yet built flat- 
lets for old people to review their build- 
ing programmes so as to include provision 
for them at the earliest opportunity. And 
he is confident that those authorities who 
have already built flatlets will want to 
build more. 

Local authorities are told this in a 
circular (No. 47/60) which draws to their 
attention a Ministry handbook ‘ More 
Flatlets for Old People,’ published on 
September 14 (HMSO, price 2s.) The 
handbook brings up to date and develops 
in the light of experience ideas published 
in an earlier booklet in May, 1958. 

The circular says that there is a big 
and growing demand for accommodation 
for old people. It continues that since 
1958 blocks of flatlets have been built in 
many parts of the country. others are 
under construction and more are planned. 
‘Those completed have proved to be a 
great success and have shown conclu- 
sively that flatlets are, for many old

the best way of providing them 
with comfortable homes of their own 
which at the same time cater for their 
special needs. 

‘Most old people living in flatlets are 
very pleased with them. They find them 
convenient and easy to run, and they 
greatly appreciate the central heating 
which is a feature of recommended 
schemes. They are able to look after 
themselves without finding this a burden, 
and to do things in their own way. If, in 
an emergency, help is needed they know 
that this is close at hand in the warden’s 
service. They can enjoy the privacy of 
their own lives while sharing in the com 
panionship of ,other occupants of the 
block.’ 

Objections to flatlets on the ground 
that shared bathrooms and we’s represent 
a lowering of housing standards spring 
from a misunderstanding of the essential 
purpose of flatlets, declares the 
circular. Their purpose is to provide old 
people—particularly those who have

Norwich 


City Initiates Improvements to Market Place 


FOLLOWING the completion of the scheme 
sponsored by the Civic Trust in Magda- 
len-street, the Town Planning Committee 
of Norwich City Council asked the city 
engineer and the city architect to bring 
forward recommendations for further 
schemes in the city. The Council felt 
that it could assist in the promotion of 
similar schemes, especially where traders’ 
associations did not exist. 

Prominent among the suggestions sub- 
sequently put forward was one for the 
redecoration of the Market Place as a 
combined operation. This area is not 
only the hub of the city’s shopping centre, 
but the setting is dominated by the City 
Hall and the Guildhall as well as by the 
church of St. Peter Mancroft. The only 
major rebuilding which has taken place 
since the war accords with the general 
colour scheme of Portland stone and grey 
tints set by the important civic buildings. 

The city architect, Mr. David Percival, 
BA, ARIBA, MTPI, presented a scheme 
to the Town Planning Committee which 
was approved by them on December 22. 
1959. The first letters were sent out to 
occupiers on December 24 and the re- 
sponse was immediate. The majority of 
the shopkeepers and property owners 
whose premises came into the area of the 
proposed operation expressed willingness 
to co-operate, and some suggested that 
property not in the original proposal 
should be included. 

Apart from repainting work on its own 
buildings and in the market, and the 
restoration programme for the Guildhall 


on which the city engineer has been doing 
further work this year, the Council has 
been responsible for the repainting of the 
street furniture. A proposal that the 
street lighting should be replaced had to 
be put back for later action in view of 
the Council’s commitments in other areas. 
The combined operation has been con- 
fined in the main to normal maintenance 
with the significant difference that the 
colours chosen on each building are re- 
lated to the scheme as a whole. The 
opportunity has, however, been taken to 
introduce improvements such as new 
fascias, the addition of illuminated signs, 
and the simplification of a stone parapet. 
Designers commissioned by the various 
shopkeepers to work out individual 
schemes under the co-ordination of the 
city architect include Mr. J. A. Hales, 
LRIBA, staff architect of Freeman Hardy 
& Willis, Ltd.. Mr. B. C. C. Hastings, 
ARIBA, for F. Lambert & Son Ltd., 
Messrs. J. Owen Bond & Son for the 
Eastern Gas Board, Mr. N. Martin, 
ARIBA, staff architect of Montague 
Burton Ltd., Mr. E. E. Somake, FRIBA, 
staff architect of Dolcis Ltd., Messrs. A. F. 
Scott & Son for Jarrold & Sons Ltd., 
Messrs. Feilden & Mawson, A/ARIBA, 
for Messrs. S. Parton, Mr. L. Ch. Velluet, 
teashops design manager, J. Lyons & Co. 
Ltd., Mr. J. S. Doran for Hope Bros. Ltd., 
Messrs. Drewing & Herriott, A/ARIBA, 
for Valerie Shops, Mr. H. L. Tuck, sur- 
veyor on the staff of Bullard & Sons Ltd., 
and Messrs. Berry, Crane & Noble, 
F/FRIBA, for J. F. Collin Ltd. 
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and labour-saving home in which they 
can be independent but can also enjoy 
additional services to meet their special 
needs. 

Working to the same standards as the 
earlier booklet, the mew handbook 
suggests ideas for smaller blocks and 
illustrates ways in which they can be 
attractively grouped to suit different 
sites. Also included is a selection of plans 
and photographs of recently completed 
schemes. 

The handbook again emphasises that 
the physical limitations of old age should 
be borne in mind when flatlets are 
designed. ‘For example, windows or 
shelves or light switches which are diff- 
cult to reach impose a quite unnecessary 
physical strain on old people which can 
be avoided by more imaginative plan- 
ning.” Much of the booklet’s advice on 
details of planning applies to ordinary 
dwellings intended for old people, and 
the Minister asks housing authorities to 
give special consideration to these points. 


Housing Subsidies for 
Key Industrial Workers 


Provisions Made for Development 
Districts 


HOUSING SUBSIDIES are the subject of a 
Circular, No. 44/60, issued by the Minis- 
try of Housing and Local Government on 
September 12. The Circular draws atten- 
tion to the Local Employment Act, 1960, 
which came into operation on April 1 
and which makes provision to promote 
employment in localities where high and 
persistent unemployment exists or Is 
expected. The Act empowers the Board 
of Trade to make loans and grants to 
firms setting up new factories and offices, 
or who intend to extend existing premises 
in these development areas. 

It was stated, during the passage of the 
Bill through Parliament, that subsidies 
would be available in appropriate cases 
for new houses provided by a local autho- 
rity or housing association for incoming 
key workers required by industries estab- 
lishing themselves in development dis- 
tricts. 

Under the new arrangements the num- 
ber of new dwellings eligible for subsidy 
will be limited to the number of key 
workers certified by the Board of Trade 
as being necessary in each individual case. 
The normal procedure will be for a firm 
or business needing accommodation for 
incoming workers to obtain from the 
Board of Trade a certificate of need which 
it will pass to the local authority. 

If the local authority then proposes to 
build new dwellings and wishes to obtain 
subsidy in due course, application should 
be made for the approval of the arrange- 
ments for the purposes of section 3 (2) (d) 
of the Housing (Financial Provisions) Act, 
1958. This application should describe 
briefly the local authority's proposals and 
must be supported by the Board of Trade 
certificate. 

It should be noted that the list of de- 
velopment districts is subject to amend- 
ment, and inquiries as to availability of 
assistance should be made to the Board 
of Trade.

detailing with careful respect to the char 
acteristics and qualities of the material 
the architects were able to effect a curtain 
wall in glass and steel which was suffi 
ciently competitive with other materials 
to be chosen and which, according to the 
architects, resulted in a cost of $9.18 per 
sq. ft. of wall, including glass, metal 
frames and covers both inside and out, 
painted masonry back-up, flashing and 
reglets, supporting clips, insulation, blind 
pockets, and convector enclosures. In 
other words, the total wall except for the 
framework of the building and the hevt 
ing units. 

Because of interior space subdivision 
ing the owners (The Equitable Life 
Assurance Society) desired a 4 ft. parti 
tioning module throughout the building. 
The building was to have a fixed sash 
throughout and should accommodate a 
travelling cleaning mechanism. These 
were some of the practical considerations 
involved in the design of the curtain wall. 

For the main office the archi 
tects developed a design which appears 
as an almost unbroken glass surface ver- 
tically accented by deep superimposed 
stainless steel mullions on the required 
4 ft. centres. In stressing verticality, all 
major elements such as columns and floor 
slabs are de-emphasised as much as possi- 
ble. For example, the horizontal stain 
less steel mullion covers were treated 
with a dark-grey acrylic coating to blend 
into the dark glass surface, and the span 
drel panels themselves were given a 
special thin back coating of heat-fused 
paint which matches quite well the blue- 
green tinted window glass used through- 
out. 

The result is that the glass windows and 
the glass spandrels have a marked and 
intended visual likeness. The vertical 
mullions were made as deep as possible 
with allowable costs and were shaped to 
serve as guide rails for the building and 
window-cleaning rig. 

The secondary element—the service 
tower—was designed to retain the verti- 
cal emphasis found in the office tower 
Since the code required a full masonry 
back-up, a solid skin of 16-gauge stain- 
less steel was used. The finished panels of 
the service tower are approximately 24 
ft. wide and formed in such a pattern as 
to rigidise and eliminate the effects of 
‘oil canning’ in the metal. The design 
allowed the fabricators to use relatively 
wide sheets of steel in this 16-gauge 
thickness without a risk of buckling 
bending or distortion, which even in a 


tower,

slight degree can produce undesirable 
optical effects. 

Fabrication of the 1,400 panels re 
quired no sheet metal working techniques 
which were in any way unusual; however, 
to put the job on a production basis the 
fabricator did create a number of devices 
one of which might be interesting to men- 
tion briefly. In applying the protective 
masking paper the reel of paper was 
mounted on a tracked trolley which was 
moved by hand over a table on which was 
placed a sheet of stainless steel. As the 
trolley moved along its track, rolling the 
pressure-sensitive paper on to the steel. 
scribing wheels which were attached to 
the trolley marked the required braking 
lines. From this operation of applying 
the protective paper and scribing it, the 
3 ft. 6 in. ky 11 ft. 7 in. sheets went to a 
standard brake press to be formed and 
subsequently punched to receive the 
fasteners. 

At the end of each panel a 24-gauge 
Stainless flashing sleeve is soldered with 
a 95-5 lead-tin composition. The sleeves 
serve closely to align each panel one over 
the other and provide a flashing behind 
each joint which is entirely corrosion 
free. The panels are installed over a layer 
of 14 in. rigid fibreglass insulation which 
is secured to the masonry back-up by a 
waterproofing mastic. Strips of back-up 
steel welded directly to the structural 
steel anchor the stainless panels into 
place. 


There is a continuous seal of neoprene 
between the vertical edges and the sleeve 
of each panel and the twelve self-tapping 


stainless steel screws 
neoprene gaskets. After the panels are 
erected an 18-gauge stainless strip is 
placed in each of the 3 in. vertical reveals. 
These trim pieces are fitted one above 
the other with sleeves as on the main 
panels, and are dark grey in colour 
having been treated with an acrylic 
material. In this process the colour resins 
are dissolved in organic solvents of the 


are sealed with 
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ketone and ester type. The stainless 
sheets to be coated are fed through 
special high-speed, flow-coating equip- 
ment which provides a coating of the 
desired thickness. The baking process is 
described as a ‘ cure’ rather than a ‘ dry,’ 
since the resins are reactive in nature and 
are specially created to bond with stain- 
less steel. The acrylic coating on the steel 
is not damaged by being roll formed, bent 
or drawn. 

For the fabrication of the stainless 
steel muilions on the main office tower a 
tool steel die was designed which simul- 
taneously put two bends, each approxi- 
mately 90 degrees, into the lengths of 
metal. A _ pressure-sensitive protective 
paper covers the metal during the first 
braking operation, and during the punch- 
ing and shearing. Before the final die 
press operation the protective paper in 
the area of the bends is stripped away. 

The 13 ft. die on the press is powdered 
with a tale and covered with a paper 
which is waxed on one side. The waxed 
paper is placed face down on the die and 
serves as a lubricant for the bending pro- 
cess. The upper jaw of the die then closes 
and makes the final form of the mullion, 


which is removed by sliding it over the 
end of the upper jaw. 

After the forming operation, holes are 
countersunk and tapped for attachment 
of the million to the grid of the building. 
As on the service core panels, stainless 
steel sleeves are soldered to the inside top 
of each mullion section to align the sec- 
tions and seal the joint. Since the 
ground floor is almost totally a glass- 
enclosed area the mullions begin their 
250 ft. run at the second floor level ; 
therefore bottom caps of stainless steel 
are soldered in place as closures. Four 
weep holes are drilled into these closure 
plates to permit condensation to escape. 
The mullions are connected to vertical 
steel back-up members, which are in turn 
connected to the structure of the build- 
ing at each spandrel by spandrel clips. 

On the entire building the mullion 
covers and service core panels have either 
a No. 4 finish or an acrylic coating of 
dark grey as described earlier. The win- 
dow glass is 4 in. and heat resistant and 
the spandrel glass is } in. semi-tempered, 
both of which are set in neuprene gaskets. 
All the gasket stops are tightened by 
screws normal to the plane of the glass.

Courses in Concrete 


ORGANISATIONS and individuals interested 
in raising the standard of concrete work 
to the highest possible level, will find 
interest in three City and Guilds courses 
in concrete work, due to start in the 
forthcoming session in colleges through- 
out the country. A one-year course in 
concrete practice will be held for those 
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The details provide for vertical expan- 
sion joints at 4 ft. centres by a split sub- 
frame and by bellows action of the mul- 
lion cover.

In addition, 
a finished section of the curtain wall 
was given an air filtration test at a static 
pressure equivalent to that exerted by a 
wind velocity of 50 mph. Water infil- 
tration tests were given which consisted 
of: (a) A five-minute test period at a 
static pressure equivalent to a wind velo- 
city of 50 mph; (b) A ten-minute test 
period at a static pressure equivalent to 
a wind velocity of 75 mph; (c) A three- 
minute test period at pulsated static 
pressure equivalent to wind velocities of 
approximately 35 to 75 mph; and (d) A 
five-minute test period at a static pressure 
equivalent to a wind velocity of 100 mph. 
A uniform load deflection test of 30 Ibs 
sq. ft. was also given.

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The Civil Engineering and Building Agreements 


Danger of a Conflict within the Construction Industry 


FROM A LABOUR CORRESPONDENT 


IT WOULD be an exaggeration to say that 
we are reaching the bicycle chain and 
flick knife stage in the jurisdictional con- 
flict between the Civil Engineering and 
Building agreements. It would be equally 
untrue to aver that the schism is unim- 
portant. 


At this stage of the game it would 
appear that both groups of partisans have 
hardened their positions. There are 
signs, even instances, which point to 
policies of smash and grab, and the bitter- 
ness of humiliation which must flow from 
such acts is being felt. Obviously we are 
near the time when bold, generous and 
industrial statesmanship will be 
needed. Meanwhile, some re-thinking 
would not be out of place. 

We arrived at this curious division by 
an historical process which at no one par- 
ticular moment looked dangerous, or 
even a problem. From the early 1920s 
onwards the National Joint Council for 
the Building Industry was regarded as 
senior to the Civil Engineering Concilia- 
tion Board. Such men at the late Tom 
Pugh (who used to boast that he was 
born in a navvies’ hut) were salty types 
who certainly did not view their civil 
engineering position as a challenge to 
building. On the contrary they probably 
thought their seats on the NJC to be 
much more important and desirable. 
There was, of course, the four-party 
demarcation agreement (circa 1934) but 
this was not considered vital. In those 
days civil engineering was easily recog 
nisable; there were roads, sewers, bridges 
and suchlike and a building was a build 
ing.

The War-time Solution 


The massive marshalling of the nation’s 
constructional forces in 1939 compelled 
consideration of the two agreements. Was 
an aerodrome or a giant RAF hangar 
building or civil engineering? In the 
light of the national interest the question 
became irrelevant and, quite sensibly, 
and quietly, the four parties drew up the 
wartime Uniformity Agreement. This, 
as the name implied, established abso 
lutely uniform rates of pay, conditions of 
employment and administration. For 
five years there were no problems; all was 
sweetness and light; the Uniformity 
Agreement worked like a charm and 
there was much happiness in the land 
especially on the sites. 

Hardly had the 
cooled down when the Uniformity 
Agreement was ended. Evidently, the 
marriage had been one of convenience. 
Neither party, however, could have fore- 
seen the extremely rapid advances in 
structural technology which, stemming 
from wartime urgency, burst upon the 
construction scene from thence onwards. 
Men took a new look at the way in which 
a building was put together. They had 
plenty of scope in which to experiment.

Over 40 new power stations, a thousand 
new factories, four vast oil refineries, 
atomic reactors, and later, atomic power 
stations, major colliery reconstruction, 
war damage, and housing—the ever- 
present problem. 

The civil engineer began to assume 
greater stature and greater authority. The 
architect—although the total of his work 
expanded—gradually lost his absolute 
eminence as the leader of the building 
team. Now he was reaping the results of 
the policies of his profession which had 
been so energetically pursued during the 
previous 20 years—the emphasis on art 
at the expense of structural techniques. 


Change of Emphasis 


Thus it was to the engineer that the 
industry looked for innovation and 
development. He responded. On him 
fell the mantle of leadership in a whole 
new range of construction jobs. Whole 
firms changed their forte from building to 
civil engineering and the entire industry 
took a slant towards the technician and 
the concrete specialist. The result of this 
journey is manifest today in the fact that 
the term ‘agent’ is much more common 
as a title than the traditional ‘ general 
foreman.’ Moreover, it is quite usual for 
the current crop of site superintendents 
to possess civil engineering qualifications. 
This applies even in firms which are pre- 
dominently building concerns. 

Thus we arrive at a set of circum- 
stances where the pressures, penchants 
and postulates bend towards the CE 
Agreement and away from the NJC 
Agreement. The polarisation of the 
industry is not new, but the past 15 years 
have witnessed the melting of one of the 
ice caps. 

It is true, of course, that this country 
is unique in its odd sundering of the 
construction industry. The architect- 
engineer of other lands finds it difficult 
to understand this rather gay plurality. 
At the same time it is certainly a fact, and 
a fact we have got to live with. Unfor- 
tunately the present position is one of 
suspicion and strain. Jobs are started 
which are of a building character but, 
because of their form of construction, 
need civil engineering design and super- 
vision. The CE Agreement is applied 
without reference to either the building 
employers or the trades unions—indeed 
some client authorities actually stipulate 
the civil engineering agreement in the 
contract documents. This particular act 
has been castigated as ‘ restraint of trade’ 
by the NFBTO-—a legal term which refers 
to an illegal situation where two parties 
agree as to what is to be done to a third 
party without the latter’s prior knowledge 
or consent. 

It is pertinent to inquire as to what 
precisely are the differences between the 
two agreements; that is apart from the 
tussle over administration. Until recently 


the differences were confined to (a) over- 
time control (civil engineering jobs can 
work what hours they wish); (b) safety 
regulations; and (c) the refusal to recog- 
nise NFBTO responsibility for site 
organisation. This last means in practice 
that the Federation steward does not 
officially exist. 

Since last January, however, the CE 
Agreement has deviated fundamentally 
from the Building Agreement. First on 
the payment of overtime rates (time and 
a half for the first two hours instead of 
time and a quarter) and second on the 
introduction of the 40-hour week during 
November, December, January and Febru- 
ary. Never before has the CE Concilia- 
tion Board decided on such important 
matters unilaterally. Invariably it has 
patiently waited for the people at 82 New 
Cavendish-street to make up their minds 
and then it has dutifully fallen into line. 
It seems, therefore, that this is a sign of 
the times in that the CE Employers are 
resolved on a further emphasis of the 
*‘ apartheid.’ 

The uncommitted observer may feel 
that we are all ready for the psychiatrist's 
couch, yet, of course, it was no less than 
an august court of inquiry in 1951 which 
opined that there were two construction 
industries. It was in that year that the 
CE Board permitted representation of one 
each from the woodworkers’ and brick- 
layers’ unions (ASW and AUBTW) and a 
third from the NFBTO itself. These three 
gentlemen have remained in the minority, 
and it will scarcely be news to some that 
the employers’ side would not view as 
satisfactory the appointment of a crafts- 
man as the operatives’ sides’ secretary. 

It is hard to avoid the feeling that the 
real objection of the CE Employers is to 
the NFBTO and the advanced type of 
organisation it represents. Moreover, the 
question of the clash of key personalities 
cannot be entirely dismissed. There are 
areas of influence and status at stake and 
the gentlemen involved are no less human 
than the rest of us. 


The Need for Action 


Through the spectacles of the CE Con- 
tractors the situation does not call for 
alarm. They are content with their 
policies and would shy away from any 
suggestion that they should be subject to 
the majority vote of builders. Much of 
civil engineering today is pretty large 
stuff and it involves heavy investment in 
plant. To say that firms of this calibre 
should come within the industrial control 
of a host of smaller outfits would be com- 
pletely unacceptable. Nevertheless, it is 
time something was done, otherwise the 
two sides might drift into a squalid 
struggle which an astonished public would 
view with derision. 

Some people consider that the differ- 
ence between a large building project and 
a similar sized civil engineering job is 
much less than that between big building 
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and small building. This natural affinity 
expresses itself in the desire to apply 
civil engineering conditions to sites which 
are essentially building, but it could pro- 
vide the basis for a rapprochement of the 
parties and the establishment of a 
common labour agreement. Such an 
agreement would need to take care of the 
very vulnerable dignities of the two 
machines, but this should not be impos- 
sible to achieve. 
Essentially this theory 
division of the construction industry 
horizontally instead of the _ present 
vertical split. The medium and small jobs 
are not at issue; it is on the larger project 
where the fun and games occur and a 
solution in this sector would suffice. So

goes the argument. It is not entirely 
unattractive. Certainly the details of 
such an agreement would bristle with 
difficulties, but any way out of the present 
morass will not be painless. One must 
suppose that for a job to qualify for this 
‘uniformity’ agreement it would require 
to be scheduled as such by a joint body. 
At least this technique would remove the 
very profound objection which currently 
exists on the question of the ‘restraint 
of trade’ issue. 

At any rate it is an idea—and we have 
been woefully short of ideas recently in 
this matter. Perhaps the innate goodwill 
and common sense of construction men 
will reassert itself again in the not too 
distant future. 


Coal Utilisation Research 
Progress with Automatic Stoking for Central Heating Systems 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the British Coal 
Utilisation Research Association for 1959 
shows that increased emphasis has been 
placed on those aspects of the Associa- 
tion’s work directed towards improving 
the coal industry’s competitive position 
in fuel utilisation under present condi- 
tions. These objectives include making 
as nearly automatic in operation as pos- 
sible industrial boilers and boilers for 
central heating buildings such as blocks 
of flats, improving fuel handling and ash 
disposal and minimising atmospheric 
pollution due to the emission of smoke, 
dust or sulphur. 

A small chain-grate stoker being 
developed for central heating in buildings 
such as large blocks of flats has under- 
extensive testing at Leatherhead. 
automatic control system enables 
coals of differing characteristics to be 
used, and satisfactory burning at a rate 
as low as 1/20 of full load to be achieved 
when required. Combustion efficiencies 
of over 75 per cent are attained over the 
whole range of burning rates with 
negligible emission of smoke, dust or grit. 

A simple addition to the stoker speed 
regulator enables the controlled water 
temperature to be varied according to the 
outside air temperature and a _ novel 
method of withdrawing fuel automatic- 
ally from bunkers has been developed. 
A field trial installation of the stoker in 
a London block of flats has operated

satisfactorily; the National Coal Board is 
arranging for the commercial develop- 
ment of this stoker. 

Other work particularly concerned with 
the promotion of clean air includes the 
production of data on the domestic emis- 
sion of smoke from a range of fuels, 
under a contract placed by the DSIR on 
behalf of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government; and investigations on 
the release of sulphur from domestic 
appliances, under an arrangement with 
the Ministry of Power. 

It is notable that the annual report 
includes a section listing some of the 
investigational work carried out for indi- 
vidual members. Providing such service 
through field trials, testing, visits and 
advice, is always an important feature 
of the Association’s work. Nearly all 
the items listed had arisen because the 
Association had acquired specialised 
knowledge or skill in the course of carry- 
ing out research work, and practically 
none consisted of ‘ trouble-shooting.’ 

The report gives abstracts of 49 reports 
and published papers and lists the per- 
sonnel of the Association’s committees, 
the membership and the research staff, 
and concludes with a copy of the balance 
sheet and accounts. The total income for 
1959 was £426,750.

Housing Densities in London 


Criticised as ‘ Unrealistically Low’ 


MR. MAX LOCK, FRIBA, MTPI, architect and 
town planning consultant, speaking at the 
conference of the Institute of Housing 
at Harrogate on September 16 said that 
the ‘sprawl of London* was much 
aggravated by unrealistically low housing 
densities in some parts of the capital. In 
many of the so-called ‘ respectable zones,’ 
where large Edwardian houses existed, 
planning authorities had made densities 
of 80 persons per acre, which was far 
too low. 

‘If densities are properly revised,’ con- 


tinued Mr. Lock, ‘most of our housing 
can be contained within our towns, with- 
out having to move out at all. The 
“twilight areas” of well built but 
depreciating Victorian property encircling 
the centres of many towns will soon be 
the object of comprehensive redevelop- 
ment, but there is no reason why these 
* twilight rings " should not be served by 
an inner circular road accommodating 
places for industrial zones, as on Tees- 
side. This will eliminate much cross 
travel to and from places of employment.’ 
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Basic Materials 


Continued Increase in the Cost of 
Building Materials 

THE WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX of basic 
materials in manufacturing industry 
has been provisionally estimated for 
August at 97.5 (1954 100). From the 
more detailed information now available 
for June and July, the average price level 
of these materials is shown to have fallen 
by 2 per cent over the last two months. 
Raw rubber, which fell steeply by 19 per 
cent, and raw wool, which decreased by 
8 per cent, accounted for most of the 
decline in the index. A number of other 
commodities, including non-ferrous 
metals, also showed some decrease, but 
the index of fuel prices was slightly 
higher. On the other hand the indices for 
construction and house-building materials 
continue their upward trend, mainly 
accounted for by the rise in price of 
bricks and timber products. 

The August wholesale price index issued 
by the Board of Trade for all materials 
used in building and civil engineering at 
147.3 shows a provisional increase of 0.2 
per cent over the figure for the previous 
month. The house-building materials 
index at 147.7 shows a similar provisional 
increase of 0.2 per cent (June 30, 1949 
100).

is the central void permitting reasonably 
surface movement over the inter- 
vening waters.

Surely the city as a place, as an entity 
both social and economic, was brought 
to an end with the invention of mechani 
cal transport. In my own view I consider 
all England now to be urban, with rural 
conditions not met with until the 
Grampians have been reached, or the 
Irish coastline is in sight.

its disruption. With imagination, how 
ever, mechanical transport can become 
the means of establishing a workable and 
emotionally acceptable alternative to the 
overstretched ‘ city’ that still avoids the 
excessive wilderness of suburbia. The 
shopping plaza is a particular instance of 
vehicular influence upon planning 
thought. 

The second factor of change seems to 
me to be _ intimately with 
vision, the simple chance to see distances. 
Surely this visual imprisonment is among 
the principal disadvantages of excessive 
urban concentrations. The inability to 
further than the length of a street 
promoting the sense of perpetual confine 
ment may be one of the contributing 
factors for the general restlessness of an 
urban society. 

This condition may, to some extent, be 
relieved by the provision of accommoda 
tion above the average height in isolated 
positions, and here again the possibili 
ties of experimentation and use of high 
structures depends upon vehicles that can 
convey the periodic loads both vertical 
and horizontal. The High Paddington 
and the New Barbican proposals contained 
some useful references to the combina 
tion of vertical and horizontal movement, 
and their direct penetration to road, rail 
and tube services in an effort to achieve 
the fullest co-ordination and smoothness 
of flow.

from such systems, the possibility of the 
eventual replacement of the tracks was 
very much in our minds at that time. It 
would, however, have been most impolitic 
to have referred to this possibility during 
our campaign, since the whole subject 
was controversial enough in respect to 
zoning, densities, and of multiple uses, 
and labour problems of construction, not 
to mention finance. 

Thus it was that rail track replacement, 
along with the provision of internal 
atomic plant (via the marine engineer), 
the re-use of air, the re-use of water, 
the use of human and kitchen waste and 
the cultivation of algae and mosses (soon 
to be needed to permit man’s departure 
from the atmosphere) were not made 
public. 

The position of High Paddington rela- 
tive to London Airport was of particular 
relevance in respect of the use of the 
direct rail routes to be overlaid either 
by an elevated railway, a mono-rail, or 
by a limited access road for buses serving 
the airport traffic, above, alongside or in 
place of the tracks. The latter possibility 
was the one I preferred since I believed 
at that time it provided the greatest adap- 
tability both in respect of the changes of 
levels at the terminal and of the easy asso- 
ciation between the other road-vehicle 
accommodation, which was_ included 
within the various levels of the structure. 

The New Barbican Committee’s pro- 
posals, originally established by Mr. 
Bryan Anstey, contained an extension of 
the same thoughts in the design prepared 
by my colleague William Whitfield. 
Streets were taken into and through the 
structure at four distinct levels, provid- 
ing access at points along the way, and 
included parking space for some 3,600 
vehicles depending upon six entries and 
exits at positions as widely separated as 
the site would allow. The fact that may 
be of the greatest interest to you is that 
the old Midland railway tunnel and the 
Metropolitan tracks ran, not beneath the 
proposed substructure, but through it. 
This would have meant that had any 
changes from track to tyre taken place of 
the kind proposed by the Railway Conver- 
sion League’s founder in ‘ The Builder’ 
of April 8, it could have been immediately 
acceptable to the concept of urban con- 
centration put forward by the New Barbi- 
can Committee. 


The Noise Factor 


The third factor of change, directly 
related to all forms and speeds of trans- 
portation, is, I submit, that of noise. 
Here is a new condition, new that is, in 
its intensity, in its omnipresence and its 
oppression, which must now be designed 
for, like the climate. 

The previously mentioned schemes 
attempted to design for certain noise 
problems by raising the resident popula- 
tions above the prevailing roof levels, and 
by splaying the structures at 120° angles, 
thus reducing inter-reflections. The sig- 
nificance of street sections, and the 
building to road relationships were also 
our concern. The earliest new Barbican 
proposals contained structures where the 
first 80 ft. walls from ground to terrace 
were canted backwards at approximately 


7° to permit the rapid dispersal of sound 
upwards from street and courts. 

Noise and the local pollution of the air 
is inseparable from mechanical movement, 
at least I am told, for the time being. 
It must therefore be seriously and con- 
sciously designed for on a civic, no less 
than on a domestic, scale. Noise and 
reek are now design-needy factors in 
urban redevelopment. 

Certain proposals which I made 
recently in Toronto concerned the need 
for and the means of establishing a 
Canadian Institute of Planning Techno- 
logy wherein the greatest variety of sub- 
jects relative to physical, economic and 
social planning should be concentrated 
upon a course varying from five to seven 
years and being based upon a general 
understanding of landscape. 

The planning schools both here and 
abroad have, for the most part, grown 
from established schools of architecture, 
and as such are regarded as extensions of 
specialised training instead of the sub 
ject of planning being regarded in its 
own right as absolutely fundamental, 
with architecture taking its place as a 
detail of the scene whether it be urban, 
rural or desert. 

In suggesting a more balanced pro- 
gramme of study, I am exploring the pos- 
sibility of 5-year graduate courses arising 
from a primary training in landscape 
comprehension, thereafter breaking into 
four complementary secondary courses 
of regional planning, urban planning, 
architecture and transportation, with a 
further two years for post-graduate 
courses to permit specialisations. The 
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most urgent of these four subjects at 
this time, is of course, transportation, 
since the other courses already exist in 
part and answer to an accepted need. 

If a Chair of Transportation Studies 
should be created, the previous role of 
architecture as the parent of planning 
courses may, in this instance, be super- 
ceded by transport, the vital service basic 
to all the other subjects comprising 
environmental design. 


Conclusion 


In conclusion, I would like to re- 
emphasise the three points made earlier. 
First, that the exchange of experiences 
requires to be expanded into the creation 
of some form of planning educational 
establishment, having transport as one 
of its principal departments. Second, 
that movement really is indivisible and 
that the smoothness of progress really 
depends upon co-ordination between dif 
ferent systems and types of vehicle, and 
therefore those points of exchange 
between different systems are becoming 
the areas of significance to 
planners. 

Finally, that planners are being forced 
to become more concerned with the sub 
ject of transportation, more than 
enough has already been done _ to

The British Standards Institution 


A Record Year Reviewed 


THE CURRENT REPORT of the British Stan- 
dards Institution which will be presented 
at the annual general meeting on Sep- 
tember 28 shows that during the 12 
months’ period to March 31 some 297 
new or revised British Standards were 
published. The year’s work included the 
publication of a glossary of terms for 
work study (BS 3138), completion of the 
first part of a ‘Master Schedule of 
Wrought Steels’ (BS 3141—carbon 
steels), the combination of BS 449 and 
CP 113 for the use of structural steel in 
buildings, the first of a series of stan- 
dards for data-processing (BS 3174 
punching codes), and a code of practice 
for prestressed concrete. 


Through publication of a booklet ‘ The 
Operation of a Company Standards De- 
partment’ and other activities the Insti- 
tution has been attempting to meet a 
growing demand from industry for infor- 
mation and guidance on how to make 
the best possible use of published stan- 
dards in production and _ purchasing. 
Mention is made in the report of the 
events leading up to the recent estab- 
lishment of BSI’s ‘ Register of Standards 
Associates ’ and of the increasing interest 
of technical colleges in teaching the sub- 
ject of standards. 


The importance which is now attached 
to standards co-operation at the interna- 


tional level is reflected in the amount of 
space given to the work of the Inter 
national Standards Organisation (ISO), 
the International Electrotechnical Com 
mission (IEC) and other standardisation 
agencies. 

The work of ISO has steadily increased 
and there has been a full programme of 
technical committee meetings during the 
year, including plenary meetings of over 
20 committees. A co-ordinating commit- 
tee on testing of metals has met twice 
and made considerable progress. New 
technical committees have been estab- 
lished to deal with office machines and 
protective helmets; others put forward 
for consideration were for cranes and 
derricks, conveyors and elevators, and 
computers and automatic data processing. 

The increased activity of the IEC is 
reflected in new work on electrical 
equipment and instruments for measure- 
ment of radiation. A special committee 
on safety regulations, set uo three years 
ago, has now completed its work. The 
report reviews progress made at the last 
Commonwealth standards conference in 
Ottawa and refers to newly-established 
standards organisations in the Rhodesian 
Federation and in the West Indies. Copies 
of the report, price 7s.

Modern Successor to a Famous Building 


4 NEW $3lm. Metropolitan Opera House, 
to replace the existing Opera House which 
was opened in 1883, is to be built in New 
York. Before describing the new build- 
ing, a glance at the romantic history of 
the old building is worthwhile. Accord 
ing to the memoirs of Lilli Lehmann, the 
famous soprano, its origin was as follows: 
‘As, on a particular evening. one of the 
millionairesses did not receive the box 
in which she intended to shine because 
another woman had anticipated her, the 
husband of the former took prompt action 
and caused the Metropolitan Opera House 
to rise.’ 

The box denied was in the Academy of 
Music, the fashionable home of opera in 
New York from 1849. The lady denied 
was a Vanderbilt. Her husband, William 
H. Vanderbilt, had recently inherited a 
fortune from the family founder, Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. The year was 1880.

The hope now is that the new opera house 
will be completed by 1963. Construction, 
in fact, will not be started until the 
money for its completion is assured. The 
Center to date has received gifts and 
pledges totalling more than $57.5m. Of 
this. $19m. must go for the cost of land 
as cleared and to complete the construc 
tion of Philharmonic Hall. Another 
$19m. is in conditional or designated 
gifts, leaving only $19.5m. available for 
the Opera House. This leaves about

$31m. needed to begin construction. 

The new Metropolitan is to be between 
63rd and 64th Streets, set back from 
Broadway by a large plaza. The house 
will seat 3,800 people. According to the 
latest design, the five great arches of the 
facade will be under a flat roof line, like 
the arches of a classical aqueduct under 
the straight line of the duct. 

The columns of the and the 
side-colonnades will be ten storeys high. 
The tower at the back of the auditorium 
rise 20 storeys In the new model 
it is slab-like and runs the whole width 
of the property. The ten-storey columns. 
extending from ground to roof, enclose 
the lobby and auditorium on three sides 
Through large mullioned windows 
between the columns can be seen the 
large lobby and promenade areas and the 
shape of the auditorium within. In the 
tower will be the Metropolitan’s back 
stage and workshop and 
rehearsal halls. 

Wallace K. Harrison, the architect for 
the opera house, said the new design was 
still subject to final approval by officials 
of Lincoln Center and of the Metropolitan 
Opera. Reginald Allen, the Center's 
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facilities 
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old Metropolitan Opera House, New York, which was opened in 1883, with (right) a perspective of the proposed new 


executive director of operations, said 
that with each successive plan the 
changes grew fewer. The new model, he 
estimated, was very close to the opera 
house’s final form. 

Air conditioning in the new opera 
house will make it possible for the Metro 
politan Opera to extend its season. It 
will also provide New York with a theatre 
for gala summer festivals. From start to 
finish the new Opera House will incor 
porate the best experiences in building 
and efficient operation that the world has 
to offer. As never before the new Opera 
House will challenge the Metropolitan 
company to attain fresh new standards of 
operatic excellence. Rudolph Bing, who 
took over the destinies of the Metropoli 
tan Opera in 1950, hopes the new Opera 
House can be ready for the Metropolitan's 
1963-64 season.

It was shown by demonstration with a 
helioden that at the equinoxes the sun 
shone into the living-room of 11 Homer- 
field from about 2.30 p.m. until nearly 
sunset, and that the effect of the proposed 
sun lounge would be to deprive the room 
of sunshine for the greater part of the 
ifternoon, while on October 21 and 
February 21 sunshine would be cyt off 
for almost the whole of the afternoon. 
It was agreed that there would be little 
effect during the summer months, but 
it was emphasised that during the six 
winter months the window would be 
heavily shaded and substantially deprived 
of natural direct lighting. 

Mrs. Franckl, the owner and occupier 
of the adjoining property, 11 Homer- 
field, appeared at the inquiry. She 
objected to the proposed sun lounge on 
the grounds that it would adversely affect 
the amenities of her property by exclud 
ing light and spoiling the view. It would 
also depreciate the value of her property. 

It was stated on behalf of the appli 
cant that at the time the application was 
made there was only a low open wire and

‘Tandem’ Housing

4 CONDITION that soil and vent pipes 
should be placed internally in the build- 
ings wherever practicable—imposed by 
Epping and Ongar RDC in approving the 
details of residential development at 
Pear Tree Green, Doddinghurst—has 
been upheld by the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on appeal. 

The Minister states that he agrees with 
the Council that external soil and vent 
pipes can be unsightly, and he thinks that 
as a general rule they are better placed 
within the buildings.

In the 
circumstances the Minister does not con- 
sider the condition in question unreason 
able and has therefore decided to dismiss 
the appeal. 


Timber as a Structural Element 


Anglo-Canadian Symposium in British Columbia 


THE UNITED KINGDOM delegation of archi 
tects, builders and manufacturers who re- 
cently undertook a three-week study tour 
of timber production and utilisation in 
British Columbia at the invitation of the 
BC Government and the lumber industry, 
ended their Canadian visit with a three- 
day symposium on timber and its uses. 
The symposium, held at Harrison Hot 
Springs, was divided into discussion 
panels composed of the UK delegation 
and specialists from the lumber and ply- 
wood industries in British Columbia. 

Timber as an important component in 
house building was discussed by the 
Frame Construction panel whose chair- 
man was DR. J. S. HODGSON, Assistant 
Secretary to the Cabinet, Ottawa. After 
opening remarks by the chairman and 
contributions from a contractor and an 
architect, MR. PHILLIP REECE, director of 
the Timber Development Association, 
commented on the housing situation in 
the United Kingdom. The advantages 
of any new material, he said, must be 
strikingly apparent if acceptance by the 
producer, consumer and the municipality 
was to be anticipated. 

In his view the best way in which to 
win favour for timber and to provide 
adequate cost comparisons would be to 
send a trained crew of Canadian builders 
to the United Kingdom to initiate a pilot 
frame housing project. Mr. Reece added 
that the fuel situation in Britain had 
already resulted in legislation to cover 
minimum insulation in factories and he 
predicted similar legislation for housing. 
He further stated that in his view the 
most likely initial progress for develop- 
ment in the use of wood as a building 
component would be in homes designed 
for the higher income group. 

In a brief review of timber housing 


production in the United Kingdom, MR 
©. A. LAURITZEN, Timber Development 
Director, British Columbia, outlined some 
of the activities since 1955 by the British 
Columbia Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso 
ciation. Much depended, he maintained, 
on continuity of supplies. It was not 
likely that Canadian timber would be 
more widely used in British housing un- 
less adequate supplies of suitable 
material were obtainable at all times. 

In the general discussion that followed 
MR. NORMAN LONGLEY, CBE, past president 
of the NFBTE, drew attention to the 
present land shortage in Britain which 
was forcing contractors to build at greater 
density. While the tide was running in 
favour of wood, he felt that the case 
should be made out for ‘more wood in 
houses, rather than more wooden houses.’ 

MR. HUBERT BENNETT, FRIBA, pointed out 
that few British architects were aware of 
the quality of Canada’s better designed 
homes. He made a strong plea that such 
homes should be acvertised in Britain. 

United Kingdom delegates who took 
part in other discussion panels com- 
mented frequently on the lower cost of 
glued laminated timber in Canada. 
Attention was drawn to substantial differ 
ences in permissible working stresses as 
used in Canada and the United Kingdom 
in designing engineered timber structures. 
Differences also appeared to extend to 
shop practice, notably in the Canadian 
practice of utilising material which had 
been surfaced some time in advance of 
production, whereas British manufac- 
turers surfaced laminations not more than 
48 hours before fabrication begun. A 
suggestion that periodic meetings should 
be held to consider aspects of wood 
utilisation and to compare notes was well 
received at the symposium.

1. Plastics 


A recently introduced PLASTIC, which 
can be moulded into any shape or form, 
should open up new possibilities to the 
designer. Basically it is a compound of 
siliceous minerals in which each fine 
granule is coated with polyethylene by 
a special process. The material is sold in 
powder form and can be moulded on site 
as the apparatus needed is fairly simple. 
A mild steel mould is filled with the 
powder, passed through an oven where 
the temperature is raised to 125°-135°C 
and then, whilst the plastic is pliable, a 
pressure of 4 lbs. per sq. in. is applied. 

The material will probably be used in 
the first place for textured wall tiles and, 
because it can be made into large sheets, 
partition units. A further use is as a 
permanent shuttering to encase beams or 
columns, with the cavity between the 
plastic and the structural steel frame 
work filled with vermiculite concrete or 
other formed materials. Internally, 
advantage could be taken of its curved 
form to eliminate right-angles and owners 
and so avoid the accumulation of dust.

Fire Research 
Damage During 1959 Estimated at £44 Million 


FIRE BRIGADES in the United Kingdom 
attended about 240,000 fires during 1959 
when the damage to property amounted 
to some £44m. This record figure is 
given in the report of the Director of 
Fire Research, published on September 7 
(HMSO, price 5s.). Present indications, 
states the report, are that the number of 
fires for 1960 will not be so high. The 
latest indications concerning the incidence 
of building fires show that they have risen 
by 20 per cent. 

The Fire Research Station has been 
carrying out a comprehensive analysis of 
fires in dwellings during a period of 12 
months and the first results are given in 
the report. Fire risks associated with 
cooking appliances in post-war houses 
appear to be three times greater when 
electricity is used compared with gas. In 
1956 (the year for which the review 
was made) there were three to four gas 
cookers in use for every electric one but, 
despite this, only 17 per cent more fires 
originated in them. 


Nearly half of the 24,000 fires in British 
houses in 1956 were due to space-heating 
appliances. The proportion was higher 
in Scotland than in England and Wales 
and in pre-war than in post-war homes, 
although the numbers attributed to cook- 
ing appliances were lower (11 per cent) in 
pre-war than in post-war dwellings (15 
per cent). 


Hazards from Electricity 


The Joint Fire Research Organisation 
has also been studying the fire hazards 
of electricity from September, 1957, to 
August, 1958. An analysis shows that 57 
per cent of 6,489 fires connected with 
electrical appliances were in dwellings. 
Factories used about double the amount 
of electricity supplied to domestic con- 
sumers, yet they accounted for only 8.5 
per cent of fires. This can possibly be 
explained by the fact that the main use of 
electricity in industry is as motive power 


with an inherently lower fire risk as well 
as regular inspection of installations. On 
the other hand, the economic significance 
of an industria] fire is usually far greater 
than of a domestic fire. 


Growth of Fire 


A significant advance has been made 
in the modelling of building fires. The 
report shows how the rate of burning and 
the maximum temperature in fires is 
affected by the window openings for burn- 
ing compartments of various sizes. The 
flame height and radiation from windows 
is shown to be amenable to scaling within 
the limits of the experiments that have 
been carried out. Eight countries abroad 
have combined to extend this work of 
compartments of various shapes and with 
different window openings. 


Some of the results are already being 
used in the drafting of building regula- 
tions for Scotland and it seems likely that 
they will provide a scientific background 
for the fire grading of buildings within 
the next few years. 


For some years there has been doubt 
as to the permanence of flame-retardant 
treatments for building materials. Recent 
tests at the Fire Research Station have 
helped to allay fears on this score. A 
number of treated surfaces have been 
exposed in offices for up to four years. 
Only one, a silicate painted surface, 
deteriorated after two years and oddly 
enough another kind of paint was found 
to improve with age. 


Recent furnace tests on load-bearing 
concrete block walis have shown that their 
present ratings in the by-law schedules 
are conservative except for thin hollow 
blocks with a flint gravel aggregate. One 
form of perforated clay brick has been 
shown to give adequate fire-resistance for 
multi-storey buildings; others are suitable 
for two-storey houses.

COLOMBIA.—The International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development has 
granted a $25m. loan to finance the ex 
pansion of the electric power generating 
system in the Cauca Valley area. The 
loan was granted jointly to the Cauca 
Valley Autonomous Regional Co-opera- 
tive and the Rio Anchicaya, Ltd., hydro- 
electric plant. 

NEW ZEALAND.-The £3m, Chevron-

on Princes-street and bounded by Eden- 
crescent and Waterloo quadrant.

Building Contracts in the USA 

THE TOTAL VALUE of building contracts in 
the USA in July was $3,596,909,000, an 
increase of $124,633,000 since June. 
These figures relate to all classes of con 
struction. 


Canadian Building Activity 

THE CUMULATIVE total of Canadian con- 
struction contract awards for the first 
eight months of this year was slightly 
higher than for the corresponding period 
in 1959. There was, however, a sharp 
decline in building activity during 
August. The total awards for last month, 
according to Maclean Building, was 
$222m., a decrease of $94m. from 
August 1959. For the eight-month period 
the figure was $2,111.1m., an increase of 
$3.5m. over the previous year. 

Activity in residential building con- 
tinues surprisingly, to fall: according to 
1 report from the Bureau of Statistics, con- 
struction of new dwellings in July dropped 
to 8,966 units, compared with 11,305 in 
1959. 


Iraining in Export Management

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export sales managers and senior execu- 
tives, is to be held at Sundridge Park 
Management Training Centre from 
November 27 to December 2.

P. WHITELEY, tropical paint research 
fellow attached to the Tropical Building 
Section of the Building Research Station, 
will leave London on October 3 for a nine 
weeks’ visit to Kuala Lumpur, Singapore, 
Borneo, Hong Kong and Fiji. En route 
he will visit the Central Building Re- 
search Institute, Roorkee, India, and 
organisations in Australia concerned with 
paint. He will be continuing his study 
of tropical painting problems and advis- 
ing governments and others concerned 
with such problems. Mr. Whiteley’s 
fellowship is financed by a research grant 
made from Colonial Development and 
Welfare funds. 


Grants to Colonial 
Territories 


Forestry Development and Road 
Improvement 


TANGANYIKA is to benefit by more than 
£lm. from six grants made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Act 
in July. Altogether 90 grants, including 
17 for research were approved, making 
available £4,174,664 for schemes to bene- 
fit Britain’s overseas territories. 

Largest of the six grants (totalling 
£1,010,973) for TANGANYIKA was £518,300 
for forestry development and during the 
next four years, £101,540 of it is to be 
spent on building quarters, offices, store 
rooms and other buildings. Other grants 
include £249,000 for improvements to the 
Mikumi/ Msolwa road. 

Grants totalling £480,774 were 
approved for BRITISH GUIANA, including 
£101,250 for improvements to Bartica/ 
Potaro road and £67,500 for a 32-mile 
extension of the road from Parika along 
the east bank of the Essequibo River to a 
point opposite Bartica. Road develop- 
ments account for £774,160 of the total 
grants, including £184,800 for the con- 
struction of 35 miles of the Brikama- 
Mansakonko road in the GAMBIA. 

Grants made for educational facilities 
totalled £654,834, including £140,000 for 
additional accommodation for St. 
Michael's Training College, MALTA, and 
£137,027 for the construction of a Tech- 
nical Institute in Fiji.

Overspill for Whitburn 

WHITBURN TOWN COUNCIL are to build 500 
houses under their overspill agreement 
with Glasgow Corporation. 

Following a meeting in Glasgow 
recently between representatives of the 
West Lothian town and the corporation, 
the convener of Whitburn’s industrial 
development committee said that, apart 
from the BMC factory at Bathgate, three 
other firms, including the Dunlop Rubber 
Company, were interested in setting up 
factories in the area. Whitburn is 21 
miles from Glasgow and three miles from 
the site of the BMC factory at Bathgate. 


Planners Protest Over Green Belt 

A SUBMISSION that the problem of 
Glasgow’s overspill cannot be solved by 
sacrificing the green belt has been made 
by the executive committee of the Scot- 
tish section of the Town‘ and Country 
Planning Association in a letter to the 
Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. J. 
Maclay. 

The letter contains an official intima- 
tion of the association’s objections to 
Glasgow Corporation’s development plan 
quinquennial review 1960 as it affects the 
green belt round the city. In it, the asso-
